All  express  agents  are  requested  to  send  per- 
ishable shipments  without  delay,  even  to  the 
extent  of  delaying  first  class  shipments  which 
are  not  listed  as  perishable.  The  express  com- 
pany stands  all  loss  by  freeze,  so  donT  hesi- 


tate  to  have  orders  shipped  regardless  of  the 
weather. 

Dahlia  bulbs  sent  by  freight  require  first 
class  rate.  You  cannot  ship  by  freight  in  cold 
weather  unless  you  stand  the  risk  of  freezing. 
Shipments  travel  very  slowly  and  are  handled 
rough. 

Parcel  Post  shipments  are  not  satisfactory 
only  on  small  packages  on  account  of  rough 
handling,  and  possibility  of  freezing.
